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Yet notwithſtanding it is not ſufficient to be- 
lieve that God is ———_ and merciful, that 
Chriſt hath made farisfa&ion ,' or that the holy 
Ghoſt hath his power and effe&; except we do 
apply the ſame benefits to us which are Gods 
ele&. I believe therefore and confeſs one holy 
Church ; which (as members of Jeſus Chriſt the 
onely Head thereof ) conſent in faith, hope, and 
charity, uſing the gifrs of God, whether 
temporal or ſpiritual, to the profit and furcher- 
ance of the ſame. Which Church is nor ſeen to 
mans eye, but onely known to God: who of the 
loft ſons of Adam hath ordained ſome as veſſels 
of wrath} to damnation, and hath choſen others 
as veſſels of his mercy to be ſaved; the which in 
due time he calleth ro _—__ of life, and god- 
ly converſation, to make t a glorious Church 
in himſelf. But that Church which is viſible and 
ſeen to the eye, hath three tokens and marks 
whereby it may be known. Firft, the word of 
God contained in the old and new teſtament: 
Which as it is above the authority of the ſame 
Church, and oncly ſfficient to inſtru& usin all 
things concerning ſalvation ; fo is it left for all 
degrees of men , to read and underſtand. For 
without this word, neither Church, Council, nor 
ing falvati- 
on. The ſecond is the holy Sacraments, to wit, 
of Baptiſm, and the Lords Supper, Which Sa- 
craments Chriſt hath left unto us as holy ſigns and 
ſeals of his promiſes. For as by Baptiſm once 
received, 1s ſignified, that we ( as well infants, 
as others of age and aiſererion being ſtrangers 
from God by original fin, are received into his 
family and congregation, with full aſſurance that

eth and worſhippeth theſe Sacraments, or con- 
trariwiſe contemnerh them in time and place, 
procureth to himſelf damnation. The third 
mark of this Charch is Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline ; 
which ſtandeth in admonition, and corre&ion of 
faults. The final end whereof is excommumicati- 
on by the conſent of the Church determined,if the 
offender be obſtinate. And beſides this Eccleſi- 
aſtical Diſcipline, I acknowledge to belong to this 


man juſtice, defending the good, and = 
O- 
nour and obedience in all things which are nor 
contrary to the word of God. And as Moſes, 
Ezechias, Joſias, and other good rulers purged 
the Church of God from- ſuperſtition and idola- 
_s ſo the defence of Chriſt Church appertain- 
eth to Chriſtian magiſtrates, againſt all idolaters 
and hereticks, as Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, with ſuch 
like limbs of Antichriſt, to root out all do&rine 
of devils and men; as the maſs, purgatory, limbs 
fayers to ſaints, and for the dead, free- 
will, diſtinion of meats, apparel and days, vows 
of ſingle life, preſence at 1dol-ſervice, mans me- 
rits, with ſuch like , which draw us from the (o- 
ciety of Chriſts Church wherein ſtandeth onely 
remiſſion of fins, purchaſed by Chriſts bloud to 
all them that believe , whether they be Jews of 
Genriles, and lead us toa vain confidence in crea- 
tures, and truſt in our own imaginations. The 
puniſhment whereof although God oftentimes 
deferreth in this life, yet after the general reſur- 
reRion, when our ſouls and bodies ſhall riſe as 
gain to immortality , they ſhall be damned to un- 
quenchable fire : and then we which_have forſa- 
ken all mens wiſdom to cleave unto Chriſt, ſhall
